RATES IN ESPERANTUJ0. 

Organised administration and representation 
are quite as essential in Esperantujo as in other 
lands. Customarily every member of the com¬ 
munity—for whose benefit and convenience the 
■organisation is established—is assessed to pro¬ 
vide the requisite means. We have not yet 
reached that stage in Esperantujo: we assess 
ourselves. The result is that a few make 
.generous contribution, but by far the greater 


number appear to take no thought of their obli¬ 
gation in this respect, and so fail to pay their 
share. 

What would happen in a Borough or Urban 
District if rates were paid only by those who 
realised their Council’s needs ? Either that body 
would become involved in debt, or local amenities 
would languish. Roads would have to go un¬ 
made, unlighted, uncleansed ; open spaces would 
become public eyesores, and so forth. In such 
case public opinion -would undoubtedly express 

itself, to bring all the inhabit¬ 
ants into line and so redress 
the balance. 

The “Local Authority” 
which represents and acts for 
us corporately, and secures 
what amenities are possible, 
is the British Esperanto 
Association. Its district has 
a large population of Esper- 
antists, of which but a small number “ pays 
rates,” though only the modest sum of 5/- per 
annum is required. 

Year by year, under present circumstances, 
the Council has to call for Guarantors to enable 
it to carry on. This is obviously a most unfair 
system, and must, in the long run, fail. The 
Association has unfortunately very limited means 
of getting at the non-member, and therefore it 
has to appeal to you, its loyal members, individ¬ 
ually. It calls upon you to put this matter 
before those with whom you can get into touch, 
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and secure their adherence. Constitute yourself 
“An agent for the B.E.A.”, and urge upon all 
around the duty and necessity of supporting 
the National Association by membership. A 
“ national association ” represents all, and works 
for the benefit of all; but the term “ national ” 
becomes ludicrous when applied to a body which 
receives the support of but a limited few. 

With a goodly increase of members the Associ¬ 
ation will be able to carry on and progress. 
Without that addition its present operations will 
have to be very considerably curtailed. The 
opportunity is yours, and I heartily wish you 
every success in your efforts.

AN OPEN LETTER. 

London, October 1929. 

To the Editor of “ The B.E." 

Sir,—In connection with the “25th Birthday” 
appeal for the immediate enrolment of a large 
number of additional members of our Association 
(or, for those unable to get new members, the 
furnishing of resources in the shape of donations), 
may I suggest to present members a practical 
course of action which I am myself following, i.e., 
that they should pay a year’s fees of one or more 
new Junior Members (under 18) at 2/6 each, 
and thus help to increase the interest of boys 
and girls in the movement ? If only 400 Junior 
Members were thus enrolled before December 
31 st f we should have /50 towards the needed 
sum. Surely, our members as a whole can find 
400 boys and girls for this purpose among their 
own and their friends’ children and among those 
attending school classes in Esperanto ? 

But whether help be given in this way or by 
direct donations, “ he gives twice who gives 
quickly ” ; the money should reach headquarters 
during November or December and thus be 
included in this year’s income. Next year, 
with the Oxford Congress and its results, our 
income should be considerably increased; and if 
(say) /200, which only means an average of fi ve 
shillings from 800 of our members, can be raised 
immediately, we of the Council and Executive 
-can carry on our work freed from anxiety or the 
need to contemplate any retrograde step. The 
Association is solvent from a balance-sheet 
point of view; but its capital is mostly locked 
up in stocks of text-books and literature, and 
what is needed is cash to carry on our activities.

N. Nachans, Secretary of the I.T.F., gives details of the 
many ways in which the I.T.F. and the I.T.F. Journal 
have already supported and used Esperanto. He adds; 
‘In view of the growing interest in Esperanto, we are 
prepared to lay before our Committee a proposal to take 
further measures and to consider the publication of a 
monthly journal in Esperanto. But we must have
